A Matter of Pofitics

the election is all over and has fallen 
‘deep into the abysses of time. So I may safely 
speak about it. During the weeks of the campaign 
it took all my self-restraint to hold me back from 
utterance on the subject. 
But with admirable control I said to myself, 
No, Segal, not a word! Not a word until it’s all 
over for several weeks. You can’t afford to be 
_ publicly the partisan who sticks his neck out. He 
who sticks his neck out may get his head chopped 
off. 

Even now, weeks later, I am cautious as not to 
declare publicly in this column how I voted; 
though whoever looked over my shoulder in the 
Secrecy of the voting place could have detected 
me voting for Roosevelt. But that is a matter 
strictly confidential between me and my con- 
science. 2 

There was a certain day in the campaign when 
I almost was consumed by anger which I could 
not allow myself to get out of my system at the 
time. Had I done so I would have been called a 
New Deal agent using the columns of the Jewish 
press to further a political cause. 

What made me so angry that day was to re- 
ceive a certain pamphlet from the National Re- 
publican Committee in New York. It is not that 
I am an intolefant man who resents being ap- 
proached by pamphlets of contrary opinion. But 
this political pamphlet came to me as a Jew; it 
brought me the appeal of other Jews, who, as 
Jews, attempted to influence my vote as an 
American citizen. 

I would not have been so angry about it had it 
been a forthright appeal to Jews by the Repub- 
lican National Committee. Then I would have 
said, “Well, these people don’t know any better. 
I must forgive them.” 

But this pamphlet contained several dozen 
statements of political affiliation signed by Jews. 
Nor were they Jews of whom it might have been 
said: “The damfools! It takes all kinds of Jews 


Yet here they were addressing me through the 
agency of a political committee, saying to me in 
effect: “Mr. Segal, you are a Jew and we are 
Jews. Brethren, in fact. Since we are all Jews 
together you must believe us when we tell you 
that Mr. Willkie is the man for President.” 


I would have resented them as much if, as 
Jews, they had come to tell me that Roosevelt 
was the man that I, as Jew, should vote for. In 
fact, I had no partisan feeling again Mr. Willkie. 
I regarded him, and still regard him, an honest, 
able and patriotic citizen and I wouldn’t have 
felt any pain had he been elected President. 


Nor did I hold it gainst him that these promi- 
nent Jews Jewishly came to me to ask me to vote 
for him. I held it only against them and their 
leadership in Israel. Their leadership, as I under- 
stand it, is the gift of the Jewish people who 
have faith in them. It must not be used for any 
but Jewish puposes. 

But it is only fair to inquire why these leaders 
slipped this once from their lofty elevation. This 
brings up a matter which was whispered during 
the campaign, and of which it is now—several 
weeks later—timely to speak. It was the widely 
spread report that nearly all Jews were voting 
for Roosevelt; it was whispered with prejudicial 
purpose against Roosevelt; it frightened many a 
Jewish citizen who heard it; it caused some of 
them to say: “We must be careful! We must 
certainly be careful!” 

One of them, in fact, said it to me. Yes, we 


should watch our step, he warned. Jews who were , 


for Roosevelt should keep quiet about it. He said 
that Rabbi Stephen S. Wise particularly was a 
menace to Israel, coming out as boldly as he did 
for Roosevelt. As for himself, he was for Willkie 
not only because he liked Willkie, but because it 
was being said that Jews were for Roosevelt. 

I gather that our leaders thought-they were 
serving Israel when this galaxy of them came out

BRAZILIAN INFORMATION 


Did you know that the pilot 
and interpreter for Pedre Alvares 
de Cabral, who discovered Brazil 
in 1500, was a Polish Jew who 
had been forcibly baptized by ex- 
plorer Fasco da Gama and given 
the name Gaspar da Gama? ... 
That the Brazilian island No- 
ronha was named after Fernando 
de Noronha, a Portguese Mar- 
rano who with six shiploads of 
his coreligionists settled in Bra- 
zil three or four years later? ... 
That it was Jews and Marranos 
who first brought sugar and to- 
bacco to Portugal from Brazil? 
... And that when the Dutch, in 
1630, captured Recife (now Per- 
nambuco), the Marranos stopped 
pretending and lived openly as 
Jews? ... The main street of 
Recife at that time was popu- 
larly known as Rua des Judios, 
and the town itself was often 
called Cais des Judios, which 
means “port of the Jews.” ... 
When the Portuguese recaptured 
the city, however, most of the 
Jews left Recife for Holland, 
while a handful found their way 
to New York in 1654. Those 
Jews who remained in Recife as 
Marranos eventually became true 
Catholics, but many old Brazilian 
families still have typical Span- 
ish and Portuguese Jewish name. 
. .. A curious incident occurred 
some centuries later, when, in 
1887, a committee of Alsatian 
Jews visited Emperor Dom Pedro 
II, ... As a compliment to his 
visitors the emperor, who was 
quite a scholar, started to ad- 
dress them in Hebrew—but not a 
single one of the Jews could 
understand what he said. ...

Certainly all those objectives are objectives 
which an Indiana Rabbinical Association could 
logically be expected to achieve. In addition, prob- 
lems peculiar to Indiana Jewish communities could 
be discussed and problems affecting the Jewish 
community of the State as a whole could be 
thrashed out. 


Many State rabbis have expressed their ap- 
proval of such an Association. What is needed is 
someone to take the initiative.

Maurice Samuels Discusses His Own Recently 
Published Book, “The Great Hatred.”—The so- 
called “Jewish question” is the most dangerous 
and most misleading phenomenon of modern times. 
If I were asked to give a brief description of anti- 
Semitism to'a man who had never heard of it, I 
would not say that anti-Semitism is hatred of the 
Jew. I would say instead that it is the scourge 
of Christendom, the most widespread, the most 
catastrophic mental disease that has ever afflicted 
the civilization of the West. Anti-Semitism is a 
Christian problem. If I were to condense the 
message of my book [The Great Hatred] in a 
slogan, it is this: “Christians of the world, solve 
the anti-Semitic problem, or you will perish!” 


The trouble is that Jews and Christians alike 
are content with carrying on a defensive. If there 
is one thing that the war has now taught us, it is 
that passive defense, which leaves the initiative 
with the enemy, is almost certain defeat. The 
latest phase of the war has shown us this truth 
with awful clarity. How has England been saved 
from invasion? By seeking out and destroying 
the centers from which Nazi Germany sought to 
launch her attack. How was France defeated? 
Largely by being duped into sitting behind the 
Maginot line, 


Two lessons are clear: one is that anti-Semitism 
is aimed at the destruction of human liberty every- 
where. Two, that anti-Semitism to be defeated 
must be attacked. The nests, the breeding places,

uprooted. There must be an ideological offensive.

Why He Thinks Nazi Anti-Semitism Will Taper 
Off, Told By William Zuckerman, Noted European 
Correspondent.—To use a historical illustration, 
the Jewish problem was to the Nazis in the field 
of propaganda what Belgium was supposed to 
have been to the Kaiser in the field of military 
operations, a stepping-stone to the capture of 
Paris and the domination of Europe. If this is 
true—and the entire history of Naziism is con- 
firmation of the view—the war has introduced a 
definite change into the situation. For those 
larger aims of Germany have now been in the 
main achieved. The Nazis has reached their Paris; 
they are now masters of the continent of Europe. 
Anti-Jewish feeling has served its purpose and 
can be relegated to its proper place. The Nazi 
edifice is ready, and the seaffolding can be removed. 


This does not mean that the Nazis have had a 
change of heart toward the Jews, or that there is 
hope that they will abandon anti-Semitism in the 
future. But it does mean that the fierce, “almost 
morbid concentration on anti-Semitic propaganda 
as an instrument of political, economic, and diplo- 
matic policy is bound to diminish because it is no 
longer necessary and also, perhaps, because very 
few people are now left who can be taken: in: by 
this obvious bluff. The Jewish problem is being 
absorbed by a bigger problem.
